NO MIND OF HIS OWN

Indecision is a habit that weakens 
personal relations with friends and j 
seriously endangers success in work. 
The “hair trigger" person who thinks 
too quickly and often unwisely is at 
a disadvantage; so is his opposite— 
the one who cannot think for him¬ 
self. 

Invariably, the defect of a wa¬ 
vering mind goes back to family 
training in childhood. The mother 
and father have probably not per¬ 
mitted the youngster to make a 
movement without direction or per¬ 
mission. Over anxious parents make 
their children helplessly dependent. 
They treat their children’s efforts 
lightly, as if they were of no worth. 
They refuse to let them run risks to 
develop their own abilities. Placing 
responsibilities on them and compell¬ 
ing them to surmount difficulties, to 
solve their own problems, will de¬ 
velop self reliance and initiative, 
necessary qualities if later life is to 
be worth white. 

Parents cannot always be at hand 
to shove obstacles out of their child¬ 
ren’s paths; they should rather teach 
them to expect and to face difficul¬ 
ties.

The child who is “always in the 
way"—whose remarks arc laughed at, 
whose questions arc ignored and 
whose appearance is ridiculed, is 
robbed of self confidence and even 
of self respect. He depreciates him¬ 
self. He thinks so little of himself 
and his ability that he is conquered 
by the difficulties of a task before be 
undertakes it. 

Such a child should have t chaiee 
to some success and some encourage¬ 
ment. Nothing discourages so much 
as an impossible task. It destroys all 
initiative. The “inferior child" should 
be made to work at tasks within his 
powers and receive praise and en¬ 
couragement. 

The cripple and the ugly duekling 
have a hard lot until they discover 
that while handicapped they are not 
really inferior to others. By making 
a game of conquest of the work ig 
spite of disability, by showing the 
rewards showered on the one who 
wins in spite of handicap—iSteinmett 
for example—the child will learn 
that lie can run from a bad start and 
still wiu glory and happiuess.

I’uknown to many Londoners who 
pr»s over tho bridges of tho Thames 
on their way to work each morning, 
a liugo tundel Is being bored under the 
bed of tho river. In a few wreks the 
flital drilling will havo been done, and 
a !clear way from south to north es¬ 
tablished. After, that, tlm tunnel will 
h;»vo to bo lined, however, and this will 
net bo Anlshed until next year. No 
fo\wer than 27.000 tons of cast iron will 
b<f used In tho lining process. Bor¬ 
ing operations havo been carried on 
fr >m both ^Mos of tho river, and tho 
greatest car© and accuracy Is requir¬ 
ed to “link up” properly. Tho object 
of the excavation is to link tho Ken* 
nington underground railway to that 
at Charing Cross.

f°r some years. The feeling Is now, that, although thero must bo no orgy 
of spending ami no i xtravagances, the way is open to important developments 
"hi h were quite inadvisable during tho years which have elapsed since the 
i lose of the war. 

Canada was fortunate, too, that throughout 1925 the country was free from 
any great calamities or epidemics. Industrial peace prevailed except In the 
coal mining districts, and before the year drew to a eloso tho trouble in the 
Nova Scotia area was ended, and it is confidently expected that a permanent 
and satisfactory settlement of long standing dlsput* s there "ill he reached. 

Canada’s prosperity depends not only on the eneigy and progreasiveness 
of Its own people, but, as a great exporting country, upon the peace, progress 
and prosperity of the whole world. The old year witnessed ruhstantlal pro¬ 
gress' made In the direction of removing old feelings of bitterness and sus¬ 
picion In Europe, and the reaching of guarantee* among tho Great Powers cal¬ 
culated to maintain peace in the future.

No Bi-Lingualism In Turkey 


Natives.to be Fined For Speaking Any 
Language But Turkish 

^If u bill just introduced in the Turk¬ 
ish [assembly is adopted, any Turk 
speaking any language but Turkish 
will be lined from two to 20 dollurs for 
each offence. Tho bill makes it com¬ 
pulsory to speak only Turkish, but ap¬ 
plies only to Turkish citizens.

A story of crop failures and famine 
in connection wit it the attempt of Men¬ 
nonites to colonize In Mexico was told 
at Dallas, Tex., by a family of tho re¬ 
ligious sect, which is returning to 
Manitoba. 

They said that others had loft the 
colony below tho Rio Grande and that 
virtually all members of tho faith in 
Mexico were looking forward to tho 
time when they might return to tho 
north. 

An exodus of Mennonites from Can 
ada to tho southern republic took 
place about two years ago.

People Have No Idea What Million* 
of Miles Mean 

We talk glibly of tho sun being 
ninety--five million miles from tho 
earth. nut what conception have wo 
of tills distance Someone haa said 
that If a child could be born with an 
arm long enough to reach to the sun, 
it would be one hundred years before 
ho could feel the burn that would be 
caused at the end of his finger, and 
so ho would die before tho pain was 
felt. 

Feeling, however, travels slowly. 
Hut think of the speed of light—186,- 
000 miles a second. Sit at your win¬ 
dow, hold your watch in your hand, 
strike a match. While tho- watch 
ticks once the light from tho match 
travels round the world once, twice, 
thrice—seven ttines. And yet at this 
tremendous speed it takes fight over 
eight minutes to come from the sun to 
tho earth. 

But the sun is a near neighbor com¬ 
pared with thoso wonderful constella¬ 
tions which illuminate the heavens so 
brilliantly at night. From sumo of 
tho nearer fixed stars It takes light, 
travelling at this Inconceivable speed, 
some years to reach us. Years ago, 
when this was first proclaimed by as¬ 
tronomers, It produced an astounding 
Impression. But there has been a 
change. All that is now a common¬ 
place. Wo havo moved on to new 
wonders. 


Kirg George Pledged Himself to Read 
Bible Every Day 

A few days ago tho newspapers 
printed a cable dispatch from Lon¬ 
don to tho effect that George V. 
reads one chapter of tho Bible daily, 
remarks tho Watertown Times. Tills 
is keeping a promise which he made 
to ills mother. Queen Alexandra, in 
1881. If ho has taken the authorized 
version In sequence, commencing with 
the first chapter of Genesis anil read 
Ing one chapter each day. It would 
mean that he has rend tho Bible 
through thirteen times nnd has a good 
start on the fourteenth rending. It 
would take him a little more than two 
years and six months to rend the Old 
Testament and three years nnd sixty- 
four days to read both Testaments. 

Probably, like all other renders of 
tho Bible, King George has his favor¬ 
ite passages. Undoubtedly ho has 
read the Bible through from cover to 
cover at least once, not missing a 
single word. Having done this he 
would bo at liberty to select hit favor¬ 
ite passages and read them again and 
again. 

It was nn excellent habit which 
Queen Alexandra instilled in her son. 

If a King can find time to read a 
chapter of the Blblo dally surety 
any other person ran. It Is an ex¬ 
cellent example to the millions of 
persons who owe their allegiance to 
him. There is no more majestic 
proto or majogtfc poetry than that 
found In the Bible. 

Most great men find time to road 
their Bible. Roosevelt, Lincoln, Wil¬ 
son and others always had a copy o« 
the Blblo at their right hand. They 
found It useful and wise counsel.

Twenty years ago, Tho Regina 
Leader reminds its readers, a young 
bookkeeper In a contracting firm s 
office In tho Lancashire town of Iley- 
wood, pulled up stakes for a ritow start 
In Canada. It was a disturbing 
change in a man's Ufo, but he had tho 
will and the intelligence to make good. 
Ho spent two yehrs In learning west¬ 
ern farming methods befor<\ he took 
up a homestead at Dahlnda, nnd then 
by pre-emption acquired tho adjoining 
quarter section. 

Pioneering was hard work, but busi¬ 
ness principles wero applied. Including 
strict accounting in order to show In 
which direction he was heading. Mr. 
Clegg believed in and practiced mixed 
farming from the first, and adopted tho 
motto: “To produce the best you must 
buy tho best" Ho grows registered 
seed from registered seed wheat, oats, 
flax and barley, and finds profit os well 
as rame In this course.

Tak¬ 
ing Its evidence from two recent farm¬ 
ers' conventions in different sections 
of the country, uti American agricul¬ 
tural rexlew has reluctantly conclud¬ 
ed ihat tilling the soil has ceased to 
bo attractive to young men. Of 1,000 
farmers who’ met in convention in 
Kansas, few wer© under 30. Tho ma¬ 
jority of tho delegatus had passed 
middle life. A Michigan community 
recently furnished similar evidence. 
The averago iige of its active farmers 
was abovo tho half century mark. 

More exact than either of these 
sources of information is tho United 
States census, which records that in 
1910 th© pi reentago of farm owners 
In tho United States who were 65 
>oars or ovu was 23.6. Ten years 
later it was 21.8. In 1910 tho per¬ 
centage of farm owners under 35 was 
18.3. In 1920 it had sunk to 16.8. The 
percentage >f tenant farmers who in 
1910 were 63 years or older was 12.1. 
In 1920 it was 12.5. 

These 1'nlted States Matlstics are 
enough to convince even the optimis¬ 
tic that the drift of young men toward 
other occupations has not abated.

Charles Stewart, minister of 
mines, stated that tho Dominion fuel 
board had been keeping in close touch 
with the domestic fuel situation as af* 
fected by the strike In the United 
States anthraclto field, and has Just 
completed an Intensive survey of the 
stocks of domestic fuel on hand. In 
this survey tho board has had tho full 
cooperation of tho dealers, and has 
obtained from them a statement of tl»e 
stocks on hand as well as the stocks 
which have been delivered to eonsum-] 
era. As a result tho government Is ' 
In possession of full Information re-, 
gardlng our present situation In On- j 
tarlo and Quebec and the amount of 
fuel that still has to bo obtained to 
coinpleto our year’s requirements. 

Tho survey Indicates that a great 
many householders havo taken advant-. 
ago of tho ample warnings of a pos 
slble short a-jo of anthracite by laying 
In a winter's supply early In the sea-; 
son. It Indicates also that importa j 
lions of tho British nnthraclte havo 
been heavier than ever before and that 
coko Is being very widely used ns a 
substitute for American anthracite. 
Most dealers aro carrying various 
grades of sized and screened bitumin¬ 
ous coal suilablo for domestic uso. 

While there is at present no pros¬ 
pect of a serious shortage of coal, the 
minister stated, yet as an Insurance 
1 against the possibility of the anthra- 


The first effect of the discoveries of 
Garnet and other early maturing 
wheats, became apparent when the 
federal department of ngrlculturo offi¬ 
cially announced that tho northern 
limit of agriculture In Western Canada 
had been forced back from 60 to 75 
miles and a vast new empire opened 
up for production purposes. The an¬ 
nouncement was not tabued until tho 
final reports had been received from 
tho northland, where seed plots were 
cleared last spring and where Garnet 
wheat was planted. Although tho 
seed reached theBo plots much later 
than usual. In every case It ripened 
and was harvested before tho frost 
fame. 

The full effect of this discovery can 
scarcely bo imagined. A territory 
extending from east of Tho Ibis on the 
Hudson Hay Hallway to the Peace Riv¬ 
er district, and between 60 and 70 
miles In breadJi, now becomes good 
mixed farming country. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minister of 
agriculture, who Issued the statement, 
declared that ho was delighted with 
tho work that has been dono. 

His statement follows: “During tho 
past season tho federal department of 
agriculture lias tried out the posslbill 
ties of growing different varieties of 
cereals, root crops and vegetables at 
Milo 185 and Mile 137 (north of The 
Pas) on tho Hudson Hay Railroad on 
small plots of cleared land situated nt 
those points. 

“The seeds wen? not received early 
enough to how before May 25 at Milo 
185, and May 23 at Mile 137, but tho 
long days with the long sunshine and 
short nights of the north causes n 
quick growth, and with many varie¬ 
ties, astonishingly good results were 
indicated when these points were 
. I visited by an officer of the experimen¬ 
tal farms branch about September 18 
. last. He reported that the season

Poeelbllltlee ^ 

Dr. John Allan, professor of geology 
In tho University of Alberta, in a com¬ 
prehensive survey of the petroleum slt- 
fflttlqp In Alberta, at tho annual meet¬ 
ing of the Canadian Institute of Min¬ 
ing and Metallurgy, gave the following 
summary: In the Alberta area, 235,- 
000 squaro miles, of which approxi¬ 
mately 80,000 square miles has petro¬ 
leum possibilities, wells drilled to 1925 
were about *96, wells completed about 
15, and wells being drilled.
